Tlie Victims licH From Place to 


Place, So That Proapcctlve Pnr- 
cliasers May Blnrk Portions Tley 
Desire Wlicn the Killing Occur*. 
Of the numerous instances that might, 


be recorded In illustration of the organ- 
ized traffic in human beings -which 
exists, reference may he made to the 
conditions which hold in the district 
through -which the Lulungu river pass- 
es. This river, which constitutes a con- 
siderable affluent of the Kongo, emp- 
ties Into the latter river, on the south 
bank, at a point some 800 miles from 
the Atlantic coast. Within a short dis- 
tance of the confluence Is to be found 
a series of strongly fortified villages, 
representing the headquarters of the 
Ngombi, wherein numbers of slaves are 
imprisoned pending the periodical visits 
of traders from the TJbangl country, 
which is situated on the opposite side 
of the Kongo. 


A visit to one of these slave depots 


at the mouth of the Lulungu river re- 
veals a condition of savagery and suf- 
fering beyond all ordinary powers of 
description. At the period to which 
these remarks bear reference, it was 
no uncommon experience to witness at 
one time upward of a hundred captives, 
of both sexes and of all ages, including 
Infants In their wretched mothers' 
arms, lying in groups; masses of utter- 
ly forlorn humanity, with eyes down- 
cast in a stony stare, with bodies at- 
tenuated by starvation, and with skin 
of that dull gray hue which among 
colored races is always indicative of 
physical distress. 


In cases when a suspicion existed of 


an Individual captive's intention or 
ability to escape, such unfortunate 
creature was doomed to lie hobbled 
with one foot forced through a hole 
cut in the section of a log, while t 
spearhead was driven Into the wood 
close beside the limb, rendering it im- 
possible to move except at the ex- 
pense of laceration. Other means to 
Insure the prisoner's safe custody con- 
sisted in binding both hands above the 
head to the king post of a hunt, or In 
binding the arms and plaiting the hair 
into a braid, which was made fast to 
a branch overhead. 


At intervals theso villages were visit 


cd by the TJbangi, who came In largi 
dugout war cnnoes, and the process 
of barter commenced, elephant tuski 
being the medium of currency usei 
in the purchase of the slaves. Upon 
the conclusion of this unnatural trans 
action,-the visitors retired, taking with 
them as many of the Individuals a 
had been transferred to their posses 
sion in the tedious process of bargain 
ing. 


TJpon reaching their destination th 


captives were, In most cases, sub 
jccted to many further ordeals, beln 
exchanged into other hands, imt 
eventually, after having been dellber 
atcly fattened, they met their tragi 
fate, and their bodies were consumed 


There Is a prevalent belief among 


many of the riverine tribes of the up- 
per Kongo that the flavor of human 
flesh is Improved by submerging the 
prospective victim up to the neck In 
the water for two or three days pre- 
vious to the sacrifice. Indeed, upon two 
separate occasions it was my privilege 
to release several poor creatures who 
were bound hand and foot to stakes 
In the river. 


In certain native market places, not- 


ably in the vicinity of the TJbangi, it 
Is an ordinary occurrence for captives 
to be exposed for sale, In most cases 
with the sinister fate In view of being 
killed and eaten. Proportionately, a 
greater number of men than -women 
fall victims to cannibalism, the reason 
being that women who are still young 
are esteemed us being of greater value, 
by reason of their utility In growing 
and cooking food. This rule does not, 
however, hold good throughout, for In 
the vlcjnltx ot the Arulmi rly.erjrar.ob-

Smith if you like,' was the reply, 'but 
t will always be prouounced Kipling,' 
a remark which caused him to look 'as

DIVISION OK CONSOLIDATION? 


It is reported tbit the Silver Party 


State Central Committee will bold a 
meeting some time in January, and 
that the q-iestion of uniting the bi- 
metallio forces will be discussed. The 
JODENAL knows from personal assur- 
ances that u large portion of the com- 
mittee recognizes the proposition of 
the Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee as liberal and fair and all that 
could be asked by any unselfish and 
sincere silver man in the State, They 
believe that a joint, oall for a single 
convention is the only practical method 
by which a full and harmonious con- 
solidation of the forces can be effected. 
The Silver p.rty leaders, with the 
numerical strength they claim, surely 
need not fear the result of a conven- 
tion composed of delegates sleeted at 
primaries under a general call, while 
scarcely a Democrat in the State cares 
the snap of his Qnger whether a ma- 
jority of the convention is composed 
of former Democrats, Silver party men 
or Populists, so long as they favor the 
election of Bryan and will support the 
principles, which are now clearly out- 
lined, upon which he will be nom- 
inated. 


There may be a small .Republican 


contingent, similar to the goldbug 
Democratic squad of 1896, who will 
favor separate conventions. It is cer- 
tain that the chances are ten to one 
against any satisfactory consolidation 
arrangement being accomplished by 
separate conventions, but we are confi- 
dent that patriotism, sincerity and the

should be amalgamated by thorough

aution ou es-iential issues, and that 
liey should present to tbe country a 
police of constructive statesmanship 
and not a policy of mere negation. 


COMMITTEE TO SHAPE OPPOSITION 


Second. I believe that a step in this 


direction would be the 
organization 


nf a Congressional committee, equally 
representing the different sections of 
tie country, the Eistero. the Middla 
States, the Paoifle and mountain States 
as well as the Southern States; that it 


ll not do to submit the shaping of 


our legislative policy and the record 
of our next campaign unreservedly to 
Southern Democracy, which now pre- 
pjnderates iu this Congress, able and 
patriotic though it be, but that it is 
essential that the Democracy of other 
sections of the country, where real 


ompetition exists and where potent 
opposit/iob quickens the energies aud 
timulutes deliberation and action, 
should be taken into account. Such a 
committee, in touch with the opposi- 
tion members from every section of the 
country, could do much toward shap- 
ing the course of the opposition in 
practical lines, and could formulate 
propositions for discussion in caucus 
in such a way as to insure harmony In 
Congressional action. 


BA1-IO A SUBJECT OF DISCUSSION. 


Third, Starting with the assumption 


that the next Democratic platform 
must declare unequivocally for bl- 
metalism in this country, that is, tbe 
free and unlimited coinage of both 
metals, I hold that the ratio is a matter 
upon which differences of opinion can 
be justly entertained by bimetalists, 


iplea of our government, and at the 
•me time secure tons tb>benefits of 
ommerclal expansion. 
The Demecracy will mak* a great 


mistake if it deals only with tbe a fa- 
tract and theoretical aide of this sub- 
ect. No party can afford to ignore 
he commercial instinct of tbe country, 
ud some practical method must be 
ound to reconcile our commnrcial iu- 
ierests with oar theory of government.

Individually, I believe that tbe ratio of 
16 to 1 can be maintained by tbe power 
of this government alone, bat I also 
believe that tbe determination of the 
ratio is a mere matter of detail, which 
may ba safely left to a friendly Con- 
gress without platform instruction, 
and I am inclined to think that this 
coarse may disarm the fears of many 
who are with us in principle, but doubt 
our power cider changed conditions 
to maintain the old ratio; at tbe same 
time I am not insensible to the view 
urged by some that silence as to tbe 
ratio may be regarded as an abandon- 
ment of the entire contention for silver 
}y many who were with us daring the 
ast oampaign. All that I contend is 
that the ratio is a fair sucjeot of die- 
caeion. Tbe principle of bimetalism 
being established, I think tbe coarse 
pursued regarding the ratio should be 
such as will tecore the most favorable 
support from the voters, 


CONTBOL OF THE TRUSTS. 


Fourth. As to the trusts, my view 


is that State legislation will fail in tbe 
future, as it has in tbe past, to meet 
the difficulty. The remedy mast be a 
federal one, and as broad as the entire 
country. The theories entertained by 
tne Republican parly as to the powers 
of tbe federal government enable it to 
present the remedy, bat controlled as 
it is largely by corporate weltb, it has 
but little disposition to do so. 


The Democratic party has tbe dispo- 


sition to apply a remedy, bat its tradi- 
tional views with reference to tbe 
limited powers of the federal govern- 
ment and the reserved powers of the 
States may prevent it from adopting a 
comprehensive federal measure. My 
view is that the regulation of theee 
great combinations of capital, whose 
evils thus far are more tho^e of appre- 
hension than realization, can be se- 
cured through pablicity of their trans- 
actions by published reports to some 
bureau organized by Congress, which 
shall collect tbe statistical information 
that will furnish a guide to legislation, 
and through subsequent internal rev- 
enue taxation, so imposed upon the 
franchises and privileges of corpora- 
tions as to compel all corporations to 
assume some proportion of the har- 
dens of the federal government, and so 
graduated ae to handicap tbe corpora 
tions having monopolistic tendencies 
in their competition with individuals 
who are engaged in enterprises of like 
character. I am opposed to lowering 
the tariff wall as to trust products. 
The substitution in oar markets of tbe 
products of foreign trusts for products 
of American trusts simply displaces 
American labor to the advantage of 
foreign labor. The trne remedy is 
within the tariff wnll. I do not believe 
that we can restore American compe- 
tition by belaboring American enter- 
prises with a foreign club. 


COMUEBCIAL EXPANSION. 


Fifth. As to expansion—I believe in 


commercial expansion, nud am against 
territorial expansion, save that har- 
monious and legitimate growth whiob 
embraces contiguous continental ter- 
ritory, and adjacent islands necessary 
to tbe protection of oar coast. In our 
scheme of territorial growth, the Philip- 
pines have no part, but they may well 
be included in oar scheme of commer 
cial expansion, and coaling and naval 
stations may well be secured there as a 
part of that expansion. Oar action 
with reference to these islands most be 
controlled by existing conditions anc 
not by mere theories. We are in pos 
session of the islands, though that pos 
session is disputed; we have certain 
obligations to discharge to civilization 
and humanity; it is oar duty to restore 
order and to establish a stable govern 
ment founded npon tbe concent of the 
governed, and it is also oar daty to 
give to tbe islands immediate assurance 
of altimate independence; bat as self- 
government cannot be created in a day 
it would be a perpetual reproach to us 
under existing conditions, to immedi 
ately withdraw our forces and leave 
the islands to unrest, civil war and an 
arohy, We have certain obligation 
to the civilized world, and certain ob- 
ligations to tbe Filipinos themselves 
to discharge. After giving the Fili 
pinos assurance of ultimate indepen- 
dence, we mast ourselves be the jadgei 
as to tbe period of tutilage. Daring 
this period we can establish oar com 
mercial relations with theae islands 
currents of trade once established can 
not be deflected, and we will have al 
tbe advantages sought to be secure 
by ownership without placing tbes 
islands under perpetual subjection 
Oar position is one of trust, not 
ownership, and tbe trust should be dls 
charged in snob u way as to maintai 
without violation the traditional prin
